ficer, who persoaally conducted the enter- 
prize, and whose eminent Services and con. 

“spicuous Military Talents must placc him in 
the first raak of those Ofcers, whose Ex. 

-_ploits have dunc honor to the British Name 
tu India.

The Kingdom of Napal,' is at present gov- 
erned. by Bheem Sen, a: young man, about 
20 ‚years old. He is a descendant of the 
Goorkha family, which has risen into notice, 
and usurped the Raj within the last half cen-. 
tury, and tho’ brave and resolute, has all the 
arrogance and overweening confidence in his 
uatried strength so natural ta an upstart and 
a barbarian.—The. whole of his regularly 
armed force, is said to amount only. ta 
12,000 men. Of these, 4000 are understood 
to be under his personal command at Áhat. 
mandao ; 3000 under bis uucle dmur Singh; 
and an equal number under an oficer bearing 
the same name. ‘The remainder are pârcelled 
out in small detachments in various parts of 
the. country.—These men, afthough hardy 
and courageous, can make but-a feeble rc. 
Bistance when opposed to the well disciplined 
strength of au English Army. 
It is believed that the force assembled under 
Major General Marley, amounting to 6000 
men, would leave that station about the 20th

Ou the thè 22d, the force under Colancl 
Mawbey ascended the hills, and took up a 
position at Dehrah within three miles of the 
Foct Neetapuharee. — Fhis fort lies acar 
the second range of mountains. It is about 
five hundred feet high, is garrisoncd by aregu- 
lar battalion, and has soie pieces of artillery : 
All the approaches to it had been strongly 
stockaded. Cotoucl Mawbey summoucd the 
Commandaat tv surrender. The fetter was. 
delivered at night, and torn by the Killadar, 
who sent his sulam to Colonel Mawbey, told 


him it was not custamary to receive. letters at- 
. midnight, and assured bim he would svon 


pay him a visit in his camp. On the 231, the 
Fort was reconnoitred, and ou the 24th, 
Colonel Mawbey advanced to the assault. 
He sueceeded,in getting two Kowitzers and 
two six-pounders up a steep hill, by putting 
the guns on elephants, and draging ug the 
carriages. He had fired abuut 100 rounds, 
when he discovered, that the place appeared 
to be too strong to be taken by assault, and 
ordered the retreat to be souuded. During
